Brussets, Dec. 24. — Influenga is 
rapidly spreading. Thirty per cent. of 
the schoul children are suffering, and 
the schools are closed, The disease 
has spread to all the Government 
offices, many. of the officials being 
prostrated. 

Vienna, Dec. 24.—The frequent 
sequel to cases of influenza here is an 
attack of inflammation of the lungs. 
A number of persons in the hospital 
who have been suffering from influenza 
have been stricken with inflammation 
of the lungs, and a number of them 
have died. 

Influenza has made its appearance 
in the Jesuit schools at Kalksburg, the 
pupils of which ‘are children of con- 
servative aristocrats. Sixty-eight of 
the scholars were attacked. 

Wasutneron, Dec. 24.—George W. 
Wurts, charge d’affairs of the United 
States Legation at St. Petersburg, has 
sent the State Department an account 
of the prevalence of lagrippe in Russia, 
with interesting con:ments.

The attend- 
ance has been uniformally large during 
the term just closed, and with the 
corps of teachers employed the Reno 
public schools will turn out many 
highly educated young people within 
the next few years. Reno is proud of 
her public schools. 


The Sisters’ School. 

To the interest of Reno it may be 
said that Mt. St. Mary’s Academy 
stands as one of these many evidecies 
of success. Twelve years ago, Reno, 
though ‘only partially provided with 
educational facilities, offered but 
slight inducements for an addition to 
the number of schools. The Domin- 
ican Sisters, however, on the lookout 
for new fields of labor, with character- 
istic foresight, selected Reno as their 
vantage ground. With them, to decide 
was to act, and accordingly on the 16th 
of August, 1877, they arrived in our 
midst, and renting a suitable building 
as a nucleus to their foundation, opened 
_ school in a few days with an attend- 
ance of forty day pupils and two board- 
ers. At first sight, and considering 
the advantages offered by schools of 
this grade, this may seem a small 
record, but it must be remembered 
that aaother Academy had been lo- 
cated here a year previgus, and also 
that many families experiencing the 
effects of the dull times, felt compelled 
to send their children to the free 
schools. > 

In the course of a few months the 
aspect of was considerably 
changed. The number of boarders, 
day pupils and private music pupils 
increased so rapidly that the Sisters 
were obliged to reach out for more 
room and better accommodations, 80 
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with any other Academy, East or | 


West. 

The discipline in the school is mild; 
but firm, and while no religious in- 
fluence is ever brought to bear upon 
the minds of non-Catholie pupils, the 
polite and moral training of the young 
ladies is a strong feature in favor of 
the school, and one to commend itself 


| to those old-fashioned parents and 


guardians who still hold that feminine 
modesty and reserve are graces 
add to, rather than detract from, the 
womanly charms of the accomplished 
young lady. Tke course of. studiés 
pursued in the Academy is similar to 
that of all first-class Academies. That 
the pupils at this school are well cared 
for, well taught, and are happy and 
contented may be judged from the fact 
that they return to the Academy year 
after year, until they complete the 
course and depart with graduating 
honors. Of those who have graduated 
from the school, a majority have first- 
grade certificates, and are now actually 
engaged in the schools in various parts 
of this State and some.in California. 
This in itself speaks volumes in 
favor of the schod! and, although still 
burdened by debt, and the late drought 
throughout the State has prevented the 
usual attendance of boarders this term, 
the prospects are that no institution in 
Reno will share more largely in this 
era of prosperity than Mt. St. Mary’s 
Academy. | 


Whitakers School 
Giris. 

In the year 1875 Miss Catharine L. 
Wolfe, a wealthy philanthropic Chris- 
tian lady of Philadelphia, proposed to 
give $10,000 to the founding of a church 
school, for the education and moral 
training of girls in some city or town 
of the State of Nevada, on the condi- 
tion that the citizens of such place 
should furnish a like sum of money to 
be added to it. : 

The school was to be under the 
management and supervision of the 
Eyfiscopal Bishop of the jurisdiction. 
Bishop O, W. Whitaker, being then 
the incumbent of the jurisdiction, be- 
lieving the city of Reno, then a small 
town, to be the most suitable location 
for the school, laid Miss Wolfe’s prop- 
osition before “the citizens, and in a 
short time the subsidy was ‘forthcom- 
ing. A campus of seven acres on the 
north of the town plat, beautifully sit- 
uated on grounds overlooking — the 
entire valley of the Truckee river, was 
selected as the site of the school. 

Early in the year 1876 the contract 
for the buildings was let, and the work 
of clearing the rocks and sagebrush 
from the grounds and turning them 
into beautiful lawns, and decorating 
them with drives, walks, flower gar- 
dens, shrubs, and trees, began in 
earnest, The work on the buildings 
and the steamhouse and reservoir pro- 
ceeded with very little delay, and on 
the 12th day of October, 1876, the 
school building and appurtenances 
were ready for occupation, and the 
first term of Bishop, Whitaker’s School 
for Girl's began. 

The school bad been advertised by 
the Bishop, and a suitable corps of 
experienced teachers had been pro- 
¢ured for the academic and music 
departments. Miss Kate Sill was the 
first Principal and Miss Eva Quaiffe 
was the first and only head of the 
music department to this date. 

The school started off with seventy- 
eight pupils the first year, about one- 
fifth of that number being residents of 
Reno, and the other four-fifths resident 
in all parts of the State and California. 
Miss Sill held the office of principal for 
two years, at which time she resigned 
and went East for one year. She 
then returned and took the office of 
Principal for another year, dnring 
which, on the 30th day of November, 
1881, she departed this life. She was 
highly esteemed for her many and ex- 
cellent qualities of bead and heart. 
A beautiful staingd glass window and 
a lectern were placed in the school 
building and inscribed to her as an 
affectionate memorial. 

In 1877 a Department of Drawing 
and painting was organized, and Mrs. 
L. B. Graham was put in charge.

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sciences upon which mining and metal- 
lurgy are based, and are then given a 
course in these subjects themselves. 
They are practically instructed in the 
branches of assaying and surveying, 
with a view to furnishing them with 
the means of making themselves im- 
mediately useful to the industries of 
the State. The course in mineralogy 
is intended to be one for practical pur- 
pose rather than scientific research. 
The under-graduate course in metal- 
lurgy will embrace chiefly the treat- 
_ ment of the ores of gold, silver, copper 
and lead, including the construction 
and use of stamp mills and rolls, be- 
sides a course on ore dressing and 
concentration. The course in survey- 
ing will include practical underground 
work, the students being required to 
survey and map mines in the vicinity, 
besides general land surveying. 

The standard of examination for 
entrance has been very greatly raised 
the past year, and the growth has 
been steady, marked and satisfactory 
in all the above schools. In addition 
to the above there are two other 
courses, the Normal and the Business. 
The first is to fit students for teaching, 
and the second, corresponding to the 
course in business colleges, to fit for 
business life. 

The Normal course gave four stu- 
dents elementary diplomas last June, 
and all four are now teaching 
in the Nevada public schools. 
Heretofore al! our teachers were neces- 
sarily imported, but soon the children 
of Nevada will be furnished with 
teachers trained in the State and loyal 
to her interests. This is always an 
advantage. It is also a great advan- 
tage to the young men and women 
themselves who wish to make teaching 
a profession to be able to prepare for 
the work at home. 

The Business Department supplies a 
long-felt want in our educational sys- 
tem. The public school age is from 6 
to 18 years. Many young men never 
awaken to their need for education 
until they have passed school age. 
Even if they were then willing 
to go to the public school—which many 
are not, because of the shame they fee) 
at working in classes with children— 
the public school cannot lawfully re- 
ceive them. The State ought certainly 
to give them a chance to make up these 
deficiencies and fit them for business 
life. This the business course under- 
takes to do. Aside from skill in the 
common school branches, a thorough 
training in book-keeping is given. 

In the college course there are now 
two students classified as juniors; 
there is a larger class of sophomores, 
and a large freshman class. This 
shows that the University is really on 
ts way to proper University work. 
The foundation is firmly laid. 

Strangers often remark the rugged 
healthfulness of the students. There 
is little doubt of the superior strength 
of the Nevada youth, but the physical 
training of the students reveives the 
attention so grave a subject demands 
and adds greatly to their native 
strength. 


The University grounds and build- 
ings are situated within the corporate 
limits of Reno, on the north side, and 
on an elevation of about fifty feet above 
the general level of the town, affording 
a beautiful view of the town and of 
the broad valley below. 


Less than a year ago these grounds 
consisted of a bare and unattractive 
clay knoli, almost unapproachable 
from the town, and great heaps of 
dirt, taken from the excavation of the 
basement of the main college building, 
surrounded it and frowned upon the 
approaching visitor like formidable 
breastworks in time of war. But little 
trace of this condition of things now 
remains. Their place is filled with 
things presenting a more peaceable 
aspect, and bearing an air of culture 
and refinement in keeping with the 
spirit manifested within the Univer- 
sity halls. Well-graveled drives and 
walks lead to and surround the build- 
ings. Green lawns, dotted with shrub- 
bery and flowering plants, give a 
homelike charm to the place, and 
groups of forest trees grace the slopes 
toward the city, prophesying refreshing 
shade for the coming student. 

The one main building, standing 
alone last spring like a lone sentinel 
guarding the interects of higher educa- 
tion, has nuw lost the severity of duty 
in loneliness, and the aspect is soft- 
ened into a friendly group of three 
buildings, representing allied duties 
and a common interest. 

The last to be built is not yet com- 
pleted, but is fast approaching a con- 
dition fit for occupancy. In this build- 
ing there is more floor room than in 
* the first or main building. It is pro- 
vided with a large hall for general 
assemblies of students and friends. 
The need of such a hall is made im- 
perative by the increasing attendance 
of stndents at the Univerrity. In 
addition to the large hall there are in 


and live more economically and more 
closely associated with university life 
than 1s possible in the town. 

The Experiment Station building is 
the smallest of the three, and is de- 
voted entirely to the work of the sta- 


departments, whose work consists of 
original investigations in subjects re- 
lating to agriculture, and is conducted 
for the special benefit of the farming 
community. The funds from which 
the salaries ef these specialists are 
paid are appropriated by the General 
Government, and all that the State is 
asked to do is to provide land upon 
which original experiments in agricul- 
ture and horticulture may be 
conducted, and expend the money 
solely in the prosecution of the 
work for which it was given. The 
State secures the work of these men at 
a trifling cost and may add to its teach- 
ing force in the University proper by 
contributing a small sum towards their 
salaries. The value of this depart- 
ment to the University is inestimable.

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DEVELOPMENT OF ARID LANDS. 


. (SY B. » Lees.) 

The meagre rainfall or precipitation 
of other forms of moisture during the 
winter season, and the entire absence 
of rainfall in the warm months, leaves 
the arable lands arid and that makes 
the desert. The aridity of arable lends 
is not an entire evil, but on the con- 
trary is a blessing in this wise: The 
fiindamental and most valuable plant 
food consists in the salts of potash and 
soluble phosphates, also potasium and 
sodium nitrates, which to the agricul- 
turist in countries of abundant rain- 
fall are the most expensive and indis- 
pensible fertilizers. Plant food is stored 
abundantly in our desert storage await- 
ing development at the hand of intel- 
ligent husbandry. The possibility of 
plant life involves the necessity of a 
solvent of those soluble salts in the 
soil which furnish plant nourishment. 
Water is the natural and proper sol- 
vent, and while nature bas stored the 
plant food in the arid arable lands in 
great abundance, the solvent has been 
precipitated in snow upon the moun- 
tains, and to man is left the problem 
of storing and husbanding the water 
and bringing it onto the land to be 
fertilized by irrigation during the sea- 
son for growing agricultural crops. So 
tilled our arid arable lands produce 
more abundantly and with less labor 
to the husbandman than do any agri- 
cultural lands produce similar crc ps in 
countries aud districts where precipi- 
tation by snow in winter, and rain 
during all the other seasons, is contin- 
uous through the year; for the simple 
reason that the fundamental plant 
food consisting in soluble salts which 
by continuous washings is carried 
away in the drainage of wet countries 
and the land impoverished in plant 
food, while it is stored and retained in 
the desert. 

It appears that in arid countries 
available arable land is in excess of 


available water, and that makes water 


the great desideratum from an agricul- 
tural standpoint of view.

its pristine purity to quench my thirst 
conserved the wants of every organic 
form either plant, tree or animal from 
the dawn of cretion? Who then owns 
that which all must and all may use? 
If these things are true, then there is 
no ownership; there is only use, and 
that a usufruct. As animal life is par- 
amount to plant life, it must be con- 
served first, after that the right to 


make a beneficial use of the surplus | 


obtains. That scanty surplus in arid 
countries makes its beneficial use a 
question of great moment and skillful 
use of great value. 

We have seen that our arid lands 
are rich in soluble phosphates, nitrates 
and potash salts, because the lands 
have not been washed. To promote 
plant life this valuable plant food must 
be dissolved, but not washed away; 
hence any skillful scheme of irrigation 
involves such an applicdtion of water 


as will moisten and dissolve, but not | 


wash. No water must flow off. Only 
what the land will hold should be 
applied. That is beneficial use and 
no other claim can be made or allowed. 

The annual precipitation in Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Michigan and 
Ohio is about 42 inches per annum. 
How much less than that amount will 
fertilize by irrigation the arid lands of 
Nevada.

How the House Is Organized—The Satur- 
day Night Caucus—Election of House 
Officials—Their Salaries 
and Duties. 


{Special Washington Letter.] 
” The constitution provides that ‘'Con- 
gress shall assemble at least once in 
every year, and such meeting shall be 
on the first Monday in December, unless 
they 


never, by law, appointed a different day 
for the annual neetiug, but It should be 
done; and they should also change the 
day forthe inauguration of our Fresi- 
dents, in deference to the climate of the 
National capital. =, 

The first Monday .in December was 
this year the second day of the‘month; 
and, on the preceding Saturday night, 
November 30, the Republican members 
of tha House assembled in caucus in the 
Hall of Repr tatives for the purpose 
of ag#deing upon some one of their num- 
ber for the cclevehio. This is the 
custom of the party which obtains a ma- 
jority at any one of the biennial elec- 

tions, and every two years the Capitol 
" is heated and lighted to receive the ad- 
vance guard of the legislators. This 
year it happens that the Republican 
party holdsa majority of the House for 
the first time since December, 1881.. At 
that time Mr. Keifer, of Ohio, Mr. 
Kasson, of Iowa, an@ several other gen- 
tlemen contended for the Speakership, 
and the caycus victory was won by-Mr. 
Keifer. The Democratic party has since 
that time held’ possession of the House 
and-bhks continuously honored Mr. Car- 
lisle, of Kentucky, with the Speaker- 
ship. No matter whom the Republicans 
may elect to succeed him, their best 
man can not be the peer of John G. 
Carlisle as a presiding officer. This 
generation will not produce his peer. 
He is,*facile princepa, the prince of par- 
liamentarians, and his judgments in the 
chair have been as unprejudiced as they 
have been Concise, clear and just. Mr. 
Carlisle will actively participate in the 
debates which are certain to enliven the 
coming session, for he is a natural foren- 
sic leader.
